-LABOR, REJECTING ANY COMPROMISE, IS PREPARING TO 
PRESENT AN ULTIMATUM TO THE GOVERNMENT DEMANDING 
SWEEPING POLITICAL CHANGES; 

-THE ECONOMIC MINISTER HAS SUBMITTED HIS RESIGNA- 
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TION IN THE MIDST OF A WORSENING ECONOMIC CRISIS. 

THE PRESS CONTINUES TO CARRY STORIES THAT MRS. PERON 
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WILL ASK FOR A LEAVE OF ABSENCE TO DEPART THE COUNTRY

2. JAPANESE-KOREAN RELATIONS IMPROVING 

EMBASSY TOKYO REPORTS THAT EVENTS LIKE THE US REAFFIRMA- 
TION OF SUPPORT FOR SOUTH KOREA AND THE US HANDLING OF 
THE MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT HAVE EASED JAPAN'S POST- VIETNAM 
JITTERS. RESIDUAL ANXIETY REMAINS, HOWEVER, AND TO

EMBASSY MANILA COMMENTS THAT SINCE MARCOS' RETURN FROM 
CHINA GOP OFFICIALS HAVE BALANCED CONTINUED CALLS FOR 
PHILIPPINE SELF-RELIANCE WITH A STEADY STREAM OF 
STATEMENTS INDICATING THE PHILIPPINES WILL NOT TURN 
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COMMUNIST AND WILL SUPPORT ITS OLD ALLIES. IT ADDS: 

-THE POWERFUL PROVINCIAL CONSERVATIVES, WHO
